The  following  is  my  lleport  for  1901. 

THE  DISTRICT. 

THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  OF  BASFORD  consists  of  35  parishes — 33  in 
Nuttinghaiushire  and  2 in  Derbyshire.  To  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  County  Councils,  I have  divided  this  Report  into  two  parts,  the 
first  relates  to  the  Nottinghamshire  parishes,  and  the  second  to  those 
of  Derbyshire. 

THE  COUNCIL  consists  of  34  members,  the  parishes  of  Annesley 
and  Felly  being  joined  together  and  having  one  representative. 
Only  one  change  lias  taken  place  in  the  constitution  of  the  Council, 
Mr.  Gunn  being  superseded  by  Mr.  Greenwood  in  the  representation 
of  Ruddington,  after  a contested  election  in  April  last. 

THE  SANITARY  OFFICERS.  These  remain  the  same  as  last  year, 
viz.,  Mr.  Maylan,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Iinsj^ector ; Mr.  Winders, 
Assistant  Sanitary  Insi^ector,  and  Inspector  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  ; 
and  Mr.  Renwick,  Junr.,  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats.  I am  pleased 
to  again  be  able  to  say  that  all  your  officers  work  most  harmoniously 
together,  and  that  an  enormous  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during 
the  year.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  the  Public  Offices,  Basford 
(which  is  their  official  address)  daily,  at  9 a.m.,  and  all  the  officers 
attend  there  on  Friday  mornings,  from  10  to  12.30,  to  receive  com- 
plaints, confer  on  matters  which  have  arisen  in  connection  with  tlie 
work,  and  arrange  visits  of  inspection,  etc.

\ 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Tables  of  Statistics  are  placed  at  the  end,  viz  : — Tables  T.  to  IV. 
reecently  adopted  by  tlio  Local  Government  Board,  instead  of  'I’ables 
A and  B ; and  Tables  V.  and  VI.  (formerly  111.  and  IV.)  recom- 
mended by  the  Society  of  Medical  OlRcers  of  Ilealth.  These  latter 
refer  to  the  Nottinghamshire  portion  of  the  District  only.  There  art' 
also  tables  giving  the  Meteorological  conditions  at  different  points  in 
and  around  the  District  during  the  year. 

Statistics  not  belonging  to  the  District  and  quoted  for  compari.son 
are  those  for  England  and  Wales  (less  the  100  Towns)  and  are  derived 
from  the  “ Quarterly  Returns  ” of  the  Registrar-General,  which,  as  they 
are  averaged,  are  liable  to  slight  discrepancies  when  compared  with 
those  given  in  his  “Annual  Report.”  The  difference,  however,  will  not 
cause  serious  error,  or  greatlj'  affect  the  conclusions  to  be  derived 
therefrom. 

THE  POPULATION. — The  recent  Census  showed  this  to  bo  38,357, 
or  1,294  less  than  I had  estimated  for  the  previous  year.  This  error 
of  over-estimation  has  been  pretty  general  throughout  the  country, 
and  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  steady  decline  in  the  birth-rate 
which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  decade.  There  were  8,442 
houses,  of  these  8,117  were  occupied  and  inhabited,  79  occupied  but 
not  inhabited,  and  246  empty  ; 42  houses  were  in  course  of  construc- 
tion. As  regards  the  sex,  the  males  exceeded  the  females  by  526. 
The  average  number  of  persons  per  inhabited  house  was  4-72.  The 
most  note-worthy  local  increases  were  in  Selston,  Awsworth  (notwith- 
standing the  closing  down  of  the  Colliery  there),  Lambley  and  Gedling ; 
while  Gotham  and  Bestwood  Park  have  decreased  considerably.  I 
have  based  the  rates  in  this  Report  on  the  Census  figures,  as  I don’t 
think  the  local  conditions  affecting  the  population  altered  materially 
during  the  succeeding  quarter.  Building  operations  were  active  in 
Gedling,  Greasley,  Brinsley,  Kimberley,  Selston,  and  Burton  Joyce ; 
plans  for  no  less  than  305  new  houses  were  jtassed  by  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  during  the  year.  I may  add  here  that  the  Com- 
mittee started  their  work  with  the  decision  to  pass  no  plan  which 
does  not  conform  to  the  new  Bye-laws,  and  no  doubt  the  benefit  of 
this  decision  will  be  apparent  in  the  future,  as  I know  many  houses 
built  just  before  the  approval  of  the  Bye-laws,  in  1896,  which  are  now 
causing  nuisances  necessitating  expensive  public  means  for  their 
abatement. 
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MARRIAGES. — The  miniber  of  persons  married  was  574.  This 
corresponds  to  a Marriage  rate  of  14-9  per  1000  of  popidation. 

BIRTHS.  1234  births  were  registered  during  the  year.  Of  these 
025  were  males  and  609  females.  Among  the  males  24,  and  among 
the  females  20,  were  illegitimate.

These  figures  show  the  mortality  at  the  extremes  of  life. 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  still  continues  to 
be  excessively  higli  ; no  doubt  the  increase  this  year  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  increased  birth-rate,  but  a great  many  infant  lives  are 
yearly  sacrificed  through  ignorance.  I hope  that  the  leaflets  on  “ The 
Feeding  and  Care  of  Infants  ” I am  distributing  in  the  District  may 
show  some  good  results  in  the  future. 

The  INFANT  DEATH=RATE  was  163'7  per  1000  registered  birtlns, 
as  compared  with  166a3  in  1900  ; 338‘3  per  1000  total  deaths;  and 
5-2  per  1000  living. 

DEATHS  IN  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS  numbered  34,  viz.  : — Nottingham 
General  Hospital,  11;  Bu.sford  Workhouse,  13;  County  Asylum,  7; 
Ilkeston  Hospital,  1 ; and  the  Sanatorium,  2.  I am  indebted  to 
Mr.  E.  M.  Keely,  Mr.  Turnbull,  and  Dr  Ellerton  for  furnishing 
these  particulars.

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS.— 74  deaths  are  recorded  as  occurring  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz.  : — (1)  Small  pox,  (2)  Scarlet 
Fever,  (3)  Diphtheria,  (4)  Fevers  (including  Tyjihus,  Enteric  or 
Typhoid),  and  other  continued  fevers,  (5)  Measles,  (6)  Whooping 
Cough,  and  (7)  Diarrhoea. 

The  ZYMOTIC  DEATH=RATE,  derived  from  the  above-mentioned 
diseases  was  1'92  per  1000  living  i.e.,  '71  above  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  England  and  TVales  (less  the  100 
Towns)  was  D56  per  1000  living.

DISINFECTION. — On  receipt  of  a notification  I send  a leaflet  of 
“ Rules  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  ” and 
one  of  “ Rules  for  the  admission  of  patients  into  the  Basford  Sana- 
torium,” together  with  an  addressed  post-card  to  the  occupier  of  the 
house  in  which  the  disease  has  occurred.  I also  inform  the  Inspector, 
and  if  it  be  one,  which  it  is  desirable  should  be  isolated  in  Hospital, 
I visit  it  immediately  myself,  with  a view  to  early  removal.  On  the 
post-card  being  returned,  signed  by  the  Doctor  in  attendance,  the 
house  is  visited  and  disinfected  by  an  Officer  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year,  314  cards  were  sent  out,  and  of  these  247  were 
returned  and  the  houses  disinfected. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  — 322  cases  were  notified  (as  compared  with  260 
in  1900)  witli  5 deaths,  giving  the  very  low  case  mortality  of  l o pcu’ 
cent,  and  a death-rate  of  -IS  per  1000  living. 
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Tlio  disease  was  particularly  prevalent  iu  tlie  hamlets  of  Greasley 
parisli  adjoining  the  Beauvale  Schools,  wliich  were  closed  on  two 
occasions  for  short  periods  in  conjunction  with  the  Whitsuntide  and 
Summer  liolidays,  hut  unfortunately  without  any  marked  result  in 
staying  the  Epidemic.  Tlie  type  was  a very  mild  one,  and  several 
children  were  discovered  attending  School  iu  the  peeling  stage  without 
any  history  of  previous  illness ; of  the  154  cases  notified  in  the  parish, 
only  one  proved  fatal.  Advantage  of  isolation  iu  the  Sanatorium  was 
onl}"  taken  in  one  case! 

To  a much  less  extent  the  disease  was  prevalent  in  Awsworth, 
Ivimherlej'’,  and  Selston  (where  it  has  now  heen  endemic  for  four  years) 
in  the  AVest  ; in  Bestwood  Park  and  Papplewick  in  the  North  ; and 
Burton  Joyce,  Gedling  and  Colwick  iu  the  East.  In  most  of  the 
Northern  and  Eastern  parishes  considerable  advantage  was  taken  of 
the  Sanatorium,  with  the  result  that  the  Epidemics  in  those  parishes 
were  kept  within  bounds.  Thus  it  is  again  proved  that  by  early 
removal  of  all  cases  as  they  arise,  the  disease  can  be  checked  and 
finally  stamped  out  in  a A^illage. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP.  — 48  cases  were  notified 
with  9 deaths,  as  compared  with  36  cases  and  4 deaths  in  1900. 
A sharp  and  very  fatal  outbreak  occurred  in  Brinsley  on  the  break- 
up of  the  long  and  dry  period  of  hot  weather  experienced  last  Summer, 
and  it  was  no  doubt  partly  due  to  the  insanitary  conditions  of  the 
parish,  conditions  well-known  to  your  Special  Committee  who  visited 
the  place  with  a view  to  take  steps  for  their  abatement.  I am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  steady  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  work.  Of  the  13  cases  notified  6 proved  fatal.  In 
Awsworth  15  cases  W'ere  notified  and  one  proved  fatal;  in  this  parish 
deep  privy -middens  abound,  and  there  is  no  public  scavenging.  I will 
here  quote  from  my  last  Annual  Report  ; “ It  is  open  for  you  to 

extend  the  system  of  scavenging  to  most  if  not  all  the  parishes  iu  the 
District,  and  enter  on  a crusade  against  the  deep  privy -middens  which 
still  abound,  and  pollute  the  air  and  soil,  and  very  often  the  water 
suppl}',  and  which  constitute  without  doubt  the  one  insanitary  condition 
to  which  endemic  disease  is  directly  traceable.”  There  is  no  doubt 
that  public  scavenging  all  round,  and  the  establishment  of  refuse 
destructors  in  the  District  are  questions  which  you  must  face  iu  the 
future,  if  you  are  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  do  your  duty  as 
Sanitarians. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — 62  cases  were  notified  with  5 deaths,  a slight 
increase  on  the  58  cases  and  5 deaths  of  1900.  The  disease  was 
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principally  confined  to  tlio  Western  parishes,  viz.  : — Groasley,  Brinsley, 
Kimberley,  Selston,  and  Awsworth,  where  54  cases  occurred  with 
3 deaths. 

ERYSIPELAS  . — 48  cases  were  notified,  and  one  case  in  Groasley 
proved  fatal. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.-  The  only  case  notified  recovered. 

SMALL-POX. — No  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  Owing  to 
the  Epidemic  in  London  and  the  presence  of  the  disease  in  several 
provincial  centres,  you  have  had  notices  posted  throughout  the  District 
pointing  out  the  benefits  of  re-vaccination  and  the  facilities  the 
Guardians  offer  for  its  performance  free  of  cost.  Should  the  disease 
appear  in  the  District  it  will  have  a fair  field  for  spreading,  as  I 
believe  I am  well  under  the  mark  in  stating  that  30  per  cent,  of  the 
population  are  unprotected  by  recent  vaccination,  and  you  have  up  to 
the  present  got  no  means  of  isolating  the  first  cases  which  may  occur. 

B. — N0N=N0TIFIABLE  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES.— 

MEASLES  was  prevalent  in  one  or  other  of  the  parishes  of  the 
District  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  necessitated  School-closure 
in  ten.  17  deaths  occurred,  9 in  Selston,  2 each  in  ICimberley, 
Greasley  and  Annesley,  and  1 each  in  Awsworth  and  Cossall.  All  the 
fatal  cases  were  complicated  by  Lung  affections. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  appeared  to  a slight  extent  iu  Gotham  and 
Calverton  ; iu  the  latter  parish  the  National  Schools  were  closed  as 
soon  as  the  disease  manifested  itself,  and  with  good  results. 

DIARRHIEA  . — This  scourge  of  our  infant  population  claimed  31 
victims  during  the  year ; with  the  exception  of  three  elderly  people, 
all  were  infants  in  the  earhj  months  of  life.  The  deaths  were  associ- 
ated with  those  localities  in  the  District  whose  insanitary  characteristics 
are  dilapidated  deep  privy-middens,  and  dirty  unpaved  back  yards ; 
just  the  conditions  to  fo.ster  and  propagate  the  micro-organisms  to 
which  the  disease  is  due.  Mothers  should  avoid  as  far  as  possHde 
tveanhuj  their  infants  during  the  summer  months  ichen  the  disease  is 
most  prevalent,  and  all  milk  for  hand-fed  children  should  be  boiled,  and 
if  slored,  protected  from  dust. 

C. — OTHER  DISEASES.— 

CANCER  caused  21  deaths,  a maiked  decrease  on  Ihe  27  of  last 
year,  which  was  practically  the  average  of  the  last  15  years.  The 
death-rate  was  '5  per  1000. 
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INFLUENZA. — There  was  a marked  diminution  in  the  severity  of 
this  disease,  which,  though  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter,  only  caused 
one  death. 

PHTHISIS  caused  26  deaths,  or  4 less  tlian  the  previous  year.  It 
is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  heen  a steady  and  continuous 
decrease  in  the  mortality  from  thus  and  the  other  kindred  diseases, 
grouped  under  the  head  of  Tuberculosis,  during  the  last  few  years.

THE  SANATORIUM. — The  Hospital  Committee  have  met  monthly  at 
the  Sanatorium  during  the  year,  and  eleven  times  at  the  King  Street 
Offices,  the  average  attendance  being  five. 

The  chief  matters  of  importance  to  l ecord  ai  e : — 

The  Committee  were  invested  with  power  to  advertise  for  and 
enter  into  Contracts  for  the  necessary  supplies,  and  this  was  done  with 
satisfactory  results. 

An  entrance  lodge  was  built  at  a cost  of  £356,  and  the  head 
gardener  appointed  to  occiqiy  it,  as  it  was  felt  that  the  presence  of  a 
man  on  the  premises  at  night-time  was  desirable  and  sometimes 
necessary. 

Owing  to  the  weathering  of  the  tiles,  and  leakage  in  wet  weather, 
the  whole  of  the  roofing  of  the  buildings  was  overhauled  and  put  in 
a state  of  good  repair  at  a cost  of  about  £130. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Hickmott,  as  Matron,  was  received  with 
regret,  and  Miss  Clapp,  from  the  City  Infectious  Hos^htal,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  her. 
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Tho  SoutliwGll  Kural  District  Council  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  tins  Council,  whereby  patients  from  that  District  are  received 
into  the  Sanatorium  on  the  usual  teims. 

The  Sanatorium  has  been  in  use  for  the  isolation  of  patients 
during  the  whole  of  the  year.  I append  tables  similar  to  those  of 
last  year,  showing  Ihe  number  of  cases  notified  and  isolated  in  each 
parish,  also  cases  isolated  from  other  Districts,  and  a general  statistical 
table  for  the  Sanatorium  for  the  year.

GENERAL. 

By  far  the  greater  part  of  the  surface  of  the  District  is  occupied 
by  the  Trias,  or  uew  red  sandstone  formation,  the  two  divisions  of 
which — the  Keuper  and  the  Bunter — form  broad  bands  several  miles 
across.  The  Permian  rochs  occupy  a nairow  area  along  the  western 
border  of  the  Bunter  beds,  followed  by  a patch  of  coal  measures — an 
easteidy  extension  of  the  Derbyshire  coal-field.  There  are  also  the 
drift  deposits  and  the  alluvium  of  the  river  valleys. 

With  the  exception  of  the  river  valleys  which  are  flat,  the  con- 
figuration of  the  District  is  gently  tindulatiiig,  the  highest  point  being 
not  more  than  600  ft.  above  sea-level  ; it  is  watered  by  many  small 
brooks,  more  or  less  polluted  by  receiving  crude  sewage  from  the 
hamlets  near  which  they  flow. 

• 

The  District  is  essentially  rural  in  character,  the  density  of  the 
population  being  less  than  1 person  per  acre.  The  male  population 
is  chiefly  employed  in  the  collieries  which  abound  in  the  north  and 
the  west  portions  of  the  District  ; whilst  in  the  south  and  east, 
agriculture  and  framework  knitting  are  the  chief  occupations  followed. 
The  younger  members  of  the  community  generally  find  employment  at 
the  lace  and  hosiery  factories  which  are  developing  in  the  villages. 

WATER. — Over  60  analyses  of  water  were  made,  chiefly  in  con- 
nection with  the  j^arish  of  Selston,  where  applications  for  extensions 
of  mains  are  constantly  being  made.  There  have  been  extensions  to 
Plain  Spot  and  two  streets  in  Jacksdale,  and  another  to  Black  Lane 
is  in  course  of  construction.  Several  parishes  in  the  District  are  in 
need  of  a better  water  supply,  notably  Kuddington,  which  lias,  unfor- 
tunately, been  struck  out  of  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Bill. 

THE  SEWERAGE  OF  THE  DISTRICT.— Steady  progress  has  been 
made  with  Kimberley  and  Newthorpe  Outfalls  by  the  laying  down  of 
additional  filter  beds  ; New  Cossall  has  been  economically  dealt  with, 
and  when  secondary  filter  beds  have  been  added,  will  be  most  satis- 
factory. Several  .small  schemes  for  dealing  with  existing  nuisances  are 
contemplated  ; and  comprehensive  schemes  for  the  sewering  of  Burton 
.Joyce,  Gedling,  and  Colwiclc  are  being  considered. 
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CANAL  BOATS  ACT. — Tlie  Canals  (including  the  river  Trent) 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Officer  are  23  miles  long,  and  have  20 
wharves  and  32  locks.  Heavy  goods  such  as  coal,  bricks,  ironstone, 
and  tmiher  are  carried  in  the  boats,  and  occasionally  night-soil. 
Portions  of  the  Canal  were  closed  for  a time  for  repairs. 

Hilling  the  past  year  66  boats  have  been  inspected,  and  their 
condition  generally  has  been  satisfactory,  no  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease,  nor  of  over-crowding  having  occurred,  and  the  boatmen  have 
always  given  every  facility  for  inspection. 


Owing  to  the  localized  character  of  tlie  traffic  on  these  Canals, 
there  is  very  little  fresh  to  report  on  from  year  to  year.  Probablv 
the  traffic,  if  anything,  is  decreasing.

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WORK  DONE. — 396  Statutory  Notices  to  abate  nuisances  have  been 
served  during  tbe  year,  and  all  but  15  were  complied  with  at  its 
close.  In  addition  many  hundred  Informal  Notices  were  served  either 
personally  or  through  the  post ; these  and  other  sanitary  matters 
necessitated  the  writing  and  copying  of  over  2000  letters  during  1901. 
Also  300  letters  in  connection  with  New  Buildings  were  sent  out,  and 
916  inspection  notices  returned,  and  the  premises  inspected,  some  of 
them  as  many  as  four  times.  Each  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
visited,  and  a record  kept  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises, 
the  milk  and  water  supply,  and  the  action  taken  to  remedy  any 
existing  insanitary  condition.  All  complaints,  whether  anonymous  or 
not,  received  immediate  attention,  and  in  addition  to  our  ordinaiy 
visits  of  inquiry,  the  District  has  been  regularly  and  systematically 
inspected  by  Mr.  Maylan  and  myself  together. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  appear  to  you,  that  a great  deal  of  what  I 
have  written  regai’ding  certain  points  in  connection  with  the  District 
might  just  as  well  have  been  left  out,  in  extenuation  I will  quote 
from  a “•  Memorandum  as  to  Annual  Reports,”  recently  received  from 
the  Local  Government  Board.  “ With  regard  to  such  points  it  should 
be  remembered  that  these  reports  are  for  the  information  of  the  Board, 
and  of  the  County  Council  as  well  as  of  the  Council  of  the  District, 
and  that  a statement  of  the  local  circumstances  and  history  of  local 
sanitary  questions,  which  may  seem  superfluous  for  the  latter,  may 
often  be  needed  by  the  former  bodies.”

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Deaths. — The  corrected  uuniber  of  cloatlis  is  32.  These  include 
2 deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  parishes  who  died  outside  the 
District,  but  does  not  include  4 dealhs  which  occurred  within  the 
District  among  persons  not  belonging  thereto.

Notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases. — The  diseases  notified  are  those 
enumerated  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889,  which 
has  been  in  force  in  the  District  since  January  1st,  1890. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Only  2 cases  were  notified  during  1901.  These 
occurred  in  the  southern  portion  of  Codnor  Park  parish,  and  were  not 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 


Disinfection  is  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  in  the  Nottingham 
portion  of  the  District.  Only  one  house  was  disinfected. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  Shipley  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
and  necessitated  School-closure  for  three  weeks. 


Diarrhoea. — One  infant  died  from  this  disease  at  Codnor  Park. 
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The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition.  Coduor  Park  and  part  of  Shipley  are  sup^died  on  the 
constant  system  from  waterworks  promoted  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Sewerage  of  the  District. — At  Codnor  Park  this  is  not 
satisfactory,  but  to  make  it  so  would  be  a most  difficult  and  expensive 
engineering  work,  and  I am  not  at  present  prepared  to  advise  you  to 
consider  it.  At  Shipley,  a small  scheme  for  sewering  Shipley  Common 
has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Maylan,  but  is  at  present  postponed.  The 
rest  of  Shiple}'^  is  sewered  to  three  small  outfalls,  de.signed  by 
Mr.  Sebastian  Smith,  of  Shipley,  where  the  sewage,  after  sedimentation 
in  a tank,  is  screened  and  filtered  througli  coal,  and  gives  a higli 
degree  of  purification.  A peculiarity  about  these  tanks  is  the  thickness 
of  the  scum  on  the  top,  and  the  entire  absence  of  smell. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  District  is  done  privately  by  the  Colliery 
proprietors,  and  is  satisfactory.  The  tub-closets,  which  predominate  in 
the  District,  are  cleaned  out  weekly,  and  the  refuse  disposed  of  on 
the  land. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  of  which  there  are  three  I’egistered, 
have  been  inspected,  and  found  in  a satisfactory  condition.
